‘The Cat's Paw’ is a big departure 
for Harold Lloyd in that it is the 
most adult comedy yet attempted by 
him, There’s no denying its merit 


as laugh entertainment, and from a 
box office viewpoint it looks like a 
cinch, but it is not a little surpris- 
ing the way the kid angle is neg- 
lected 

Lloyd has been off the screen for 
two years, a dangerously long inter- 
mission for a star. 

In all of his past successes, and 
especially to the kids, Lloyd has al- 
ways been lnown and regarded as 
the screen's speediest comic, a 
breath-taking laugh-grabber who 
specialized in keeping 'em on the 
edge of their seats. In ‘Cat's Paw’ 
the comedy process is in almost 
complete reverse. The picture gets 
its laughs, all right, but it ap- 
proaches them at a crawl. 

The story (and there's consider- 
ably more story this time than Lloyd 
has educated his fans to expect) 
is simply a play on the corrupt poli- 
tics theme. The structure has 
served many times in the making of 
excellent dramas, but never so clev- 
erly in a comedy way as in this in- 
stance. 

Lloyd, as a missionary's son, vis- 
iting his home town in the U. S. 
after 20 years in China, is picked 
for a prize sap by the burg’s politi- 
cal czars and nominated for mayor 
as the 1,000-to-1 shot opponent for 
their own man. But he surprises 
everybody, including himself, by 
winning, and the worm keeps on 
turning until having cleaned up the 
city 100%. 

There are some good, substantial 
laughs along the way, but the roars 
are few and far between. Script 
nurses itself for quite a long stretch 
to build up to the climax, and while 
big comedy scene is funny enough, 
it may fail to draw the desired 
hilarious response. In this main bit 
Lloyd rounds up all the town's crim- 
inals, gangsters and crooked politi- 
cians and mentally tortures them 
into signing confessions that clear 
him of framed charges and also ria 
the town of their presence. Using a 
Chinese magical illusion, the mayor 
‘Beheads’ a couple of the ringleaders 
as a convincer. 

In reality (and it’s ¢ posed) the 
beheading’ is accomplished by tap- 
ping the victim on the head for a 
kayo and then arranging his person 
inside a dummy form on a stretcher

As 
the copyrights expired, Coban re- 
copyrighted in his own name — a 
legal privilege—and took the publi- 
cation rights back for reassignment

Since that’s only covered by fire 
and theft insurance and not by a 
specific explosion insurance (for 
which policies are written, but who 
gets 'em?) his sole legal redress now 
is against the building company.

One major change in the artick 


on hours lifts the limit on rehearsal 
periods for dramatic productions 
during the week before presentation 
and after the first public perform- 
ance and a second parallel change 
eases limitations on rehearsals for 
musical productions, Equity has 
already put this clause into effect. 
While maintaining the present 
40-hour limit on stagehands 
house employees, the new version 
lifts the maximum hour restriction 
on road crews. Work week for 
watchmen is upped from 48 to 56 
hours, and the 40-hour’ general 
limit is expressly applied to cleri- 
cal and office employees receiving 
less than $35 weekly. The 32-hour 
limit on scenic artists is lifted from 
chargemen paid $75 or more and a 
new limit of 7 hours in one day is 
placed on ushers,  ticket-takers, 
charwomen, attendants, and other 
employees not specifically covered. 
Although hours and wages for 
stagehands were stipulated, how- 
ever, the NRA clung to its 1933 
decision to leave working condi- 
tions of musicians outside the scope 
of the code and merely provided in 


this connection that existing con- 
tracts shall govern, A similar 
clause was embodied in both the 


original and proposed revision, with 
qualification that the basic wage for 


musicians should be $30 and the 
work week should not exceed 46 
hours. 


New wage figures boost the mini- 
mum salary of junior actors from 
the former flat $25 figure to a grad- 
uated scale running from $25 where 
the top admission is under $3 to 
$30 where the tariff is $4. The 
chorus salary is boosted from $30 
to $35 in the case of road com-
